Senator Harrison declared.

Senator Pomerene, besides criticis- 
ing the acts of the administration 
particularly denounced the action of 
the senate in seating Senator New- 
berry, of Michigan. 

Senator Harrison paid a glowing

Senator Pomerene called the seat- 
ing of Senator Newberry one of the 
most remarkable performances in the 
history of the United States senate,” 
and denounced the senate’s action as 
a tragedy against political morals.” 

“Did ever a public body so discredit 
itself in the eyes of the American peo- 
ple?” the senator asked, and answered 
the question by declaring “imagine 
if you can an Andrew Jackson ap- 
proving such a course.” 

Senator Pomerene asserted that al- 
though democracy lost the battle last 
year it will not lose the war for 
civic righteousness.” He praised the 
terms of President Wilson, asserting 
the former president, “will always 
rank with Jefferson and Jackson in 
wisdom. and in statecraft.” 

Uncertain Policy. 

Senator Harrison declared the

HEALTH TALKS

NATURE BEARS WATCHING. 

Nature is à very good surgeon if 
vou keep a sharp eye on him. With- 
out close watching, nature is not con- 


cerned at all whether the. victim of a 
wound or injyry comes out with some 
deformity only so the wound is heal- 
ed. The best surgeon is he who lets 
nature do most of the work but 
watches every minute and restrains 
or guides him when the patient's 
interests demand it. 


Now take proud flesh. Proud flesh 
is one of: nature’s protidest achieve- 
ments and it never does the patient 


one bit of good. Proud flesh is, in 
medical verbiage, exuberant granula- 
tion tissue. All heating or replace- 
ment of destroyed or lost tissue is 
done by scafiolding. Granulation tis- 
sue is that soft, red, velvety, granu- 
lar looking raw surface, as of a burn 
or other ulcer when it is in 
condition to be covered by the skin. 
It is made up of little tufts of new 
ood vessels cemented and filled ‘in 
with tender new connective tissue. It 
amounts to a kind of scaffolding, 
upon which the new part is gradually 
built, be it mugcle, skin, or bone. 
Sometimes nature lays down too much 
granulation tissue, under some ab- 
normal or prolonged irritation, and 
the scaffolding grows up to a height 
above the level of the surrounding 
structure, and that is proud flesh. 
It seems difficult or impossible for 
skin to grow uphill, so a wound or 
burn in which proud flesh develops is 
slow to heal until the scaffolding is 
cut back to the proper level—which 
cutting is best done with scissors or 
other instrument in the doector's 
hands, since granulation tissue has 
no nerves and is therefore insensi- 
tiye. The ancient practice of burn- 
ing it down by means of caustics has 
been discarded because it was un- 
cleanly and unsatisfactory besides be- 
ing no less painful than the present 
method. a : 
Any wound, no matter how trifling, 
heals more promptly if it be kept 
at rest. Everybody knows how dif- 
ficult it is to heal a trifling fissure 
or erack in the lip, because it is so 
difficult to place the part. at rest. 
But how few realize that this same 
principle applies to the treatment of 
wounds of the hand, and that splints, 
slings, casts, bandages and other 
seemingl¥ cumbersome and superflu- 
ous supports are of value precisely 
because they afford some degree of 
rest to the wounded part. Now if one 
can apply to the lip crack

And, this 
same principle of re rest as 
an important ai to natural heal 
ing warrants the internal use of 
drugs, narcotics, pills and potions, iu 
many cases of se injury or in- | 
flammation which might terminate 
fatally without the use of drugs and 
the heroic use of Nature and 
drugs, intelligently used make a team 
as powerful for good as nature un- 
watched is powerful for evil.

The exhibit showed also that the 
women of whole counties are i 
taught by home economics agents 
standardization of products and ship- 
ping.

” THE YOUNG-LOOKING MOTHER 


Some liftle time ago I said that no 


woman should lose her youth or her 


beauty by having a child. If she is 


well taken care of before the birth of 
a child: and for a few months after it, 
there is no reason why either her fig- 
ure or her health should suffer. 
One of the commonest troubles with 
young mothers is that the bust goes 
flat after the weaning of the baby. 
This is because the baby is weaned too 
suddenly and because the milk is dried 
up by artificlal means. One standard 
way was to rub the breasts with spir- 
its of camphor. This is very drying 
and most doctors say nowadays that 


5 is the reason why the bust becomes 
Flat. 


The baby should be weaned gradu- 
ally, first getting one bottle a day, 
then two, then three, until after many 
weeks, it is entirely bottle fed. At 
first the bust will seem uncomfortabl 
big, but little by little, nature will ad- 


Just itself to the process of the milk 


going away, just as it did to the pro- 
cess of the milk coming, and the bust 
will gradually reduce in size. 

But more than this should be done. 
Towards the last of the weaning, the 
chest and bust should be dashed: with 
cold water évery day. This is astring- 
ent and will make the flesh firm. After 
the weaning is complete, ice should be 
used as a daily massage and a light 
brassiere shoul@ be worn as a support, 
until the figure is once more normal.

One pair of weevils have an average 

of 12,000,000 offsprings every year. 

There are more weevils in Texas to- 
day, a hundred times over, than there 
were in 1907 and 1908 when the cot- 
ton farmers were terror-stricken by 
the swarms of a newly recognized pest. 

Weevils did more damage in Texas 
in 1921 among those good-for-nothing, 
improvident so-called “farmers” . who 
were too lazy to fight them, or too 
mutton-headed to listen to or under- 
stand reason, than ever befort in the 
history of weevil infestation.

What the Banker Thinks 
Of Advertising Value 


BY GUY EMERSON 


Bank of Commerce, New York 


Much hag been said, of late, and 
many printed pages have been con- 
sumed in asking and answering the 
question, “What does the banker think 
ef advertising?’ The following an- 
swer is suggested, because it appears 
that the position and viewpoint of the 
banker on this matter have never been 


analyzed with exactness. 

Undoubtedly, as the importance of 
the great business of adverfsing be- 
comes more accurately defided, bank- 
ers will undertsand it, in its broad out- 
lines, as they are obliged by the nature 
of their aer to undertsand the funda- 
mentals of all vital branches of busi- 
ness. The magnitude of the business 
of advertising and the importance it 
plays in producing profits entitle it to 
Serious consideration. 

But the banker’s function in de- 
termining either the whether“ or the 
“how much” of a customer’s advertis- 
ing appropriation rarely is, and rarely 
will be, a dominating one. As will ap- 
pear in what follows, it will be in- 
creasingly necessary for bankers to un- 
derstand, in general terms, the size 
and importance of the advertising 
business, In many instances, too, 
bankers will need to know something 
of advertising in detail, as applied to 
the needs of specific lines of business. 
But the position taken in this article 
is that, broadly speaking, it is not, 
and never will be, the banker’s job to 
pass upon the advertising policy of the 
companies to which his bank is lend- 
ing money. 

it this is taken as a starting point, 
the importance of the banker's rela- 
tionship to the business of advertising 
may be further developed without in- 
eurring the danger either of the over- 
emphasis or the under-emphasis which 
characterizes much of the current dis- 
cussion of the question. 

“Tt Pays to Advertise.” 


It may be admitted at once that 
few people know much about the 
business of advertising. We all read 
advertisements; but except for an oc- 
casional “want ad” or lost-and-found 
notice the actual creation of adver- 
tising copy or the thought of purchas- 
ing e space never enters our 
eon ness. 

There is a phrase current in the 
land, “It pays to advertise.” This is 
mbout as deep as advertising philoso- 
phy goes with the average man or 
woman; and even this phrase is be- 
lieved rather than applied by the con- 
gservative majority of our population. 
It a doctor zdvertises he loses caste, 
A lawyer or a minister cannot adver- 
tise except indirectly, through writing 
and speaking on matters of public con- 
cern. 

Only within comparatively recent 
times have the advertising appropria- 
tions of industrial enterprises become 
ef large permanent business import- 
ance. Only more recently still has the 
banker considered advertising of value 
for his own banking institution. 

A few bankers, through tempera- 
ment or special op tear! for ob- 
servation, will be interested in this 
phase of the business of companies 
which are their customers or of which 
they are directors. But to most bank- 
ers the advertising appropriation will 
be a matter-of results measured in 
dollars and cents. And in general it 
may be ‘said that this latter class of 
bankers will probably always be in 


\ the majority. 


Job for Specialists. 

The banker undertakes to under- 
stand in a thorough way the general 
principles of a great variety of busi- 
nesses; but he would need to be a su- 
perman indeed if he were to undertake 
to know as much of operating details 
or of manufacturing me or o

But in the common case, where the 
advertiser is making no sharp change 
one way or the other, the banker will 
hardly care to advise his customer, 
whose business is on a sound and 
profitable basis, as to the amount or 
the details of his co copy or as to the 
ublications in which he places it. 
ere may have been cases where 
bankers called for a reduction of ad- 
vertising outlay, or made casual com- 
ments adverse to advertising. But 
it should be stated that such eases-are 
rare, for the simple reason that the 
banker usually regards maiters con- 
nécted with advertising as. operating 
matters, to be left, as sales policies 
are left; to the company management.

When to Investigate. 


Now, to refer to the execeptional 
case, where it does become the banker's 
duty or interest to investigate in de- 
tail a question of advertising, let us 
suppose that a largely increased ap- 
propriation is called for, or that a 
company is in financial difficulties, 
so that its affairs are under banking 
supervision. Under such circumstances 
with what attitude will the average 
banker be likely to approach the ad- 
vertising problem? 


It cannot be pointed out too often 
to business men, especially those un- 
accustomed to borrow money of banks, 
that the commercial banker is the 
custodian of funds payable to de- 
positors on demand; and that, in con- 
sequence, money loaned by banks to 
industry must be loaned on short term, 
on the security of paper covering 
self-liquidating transactions, The 
anker gets a small, fixed fee for his 
loan. e does not ‘participate in the 
profits of the business in whieh the 
money is used. Therefore, he cannot 
afford to take a substantial risk of 
loss. He cannot say, “This is a likely 
business—we will take a flier for a 
million.” 


“He must say, “Is this loan sure to 
be repaid?” The long chances in the 
world of business must be taken by 

rivate investors with their own funds. 
f the banker is not almost always 
right he will not he a successful 
banker; for the loss of the princi 

of a few loans will more than pe 
out the small interest return earned 
on the loans which are repaid. This 
is a detail of the banking business 
which advertising men should ge 
stand thoroughly because it gives th 
key to an attitude which is the rile 
with lending officers of banks.

Says Wellbarn 


Asserting that ample assistance will 
be rendered farmers through member 
banks, Governor M. B. Wellborn, of 
the Atlanta Federal Reserve bank, 
issued a statement denying reports 
from eastern cities to the effect 
southern banks are refusing to lend 
funds to farmers and are forcing 
liquidation. 

“The federal reserve bank, of At- 


lanta, will assist growers through tlie 
member banks and do all in its pow- 
er to assure a gradual and orderly 
marketing of cotton over a reason- 
able period. of time, he said. It 
has never been the policy of the fed- 
eral reserve bank, of Atlanta, to force 
liquidation of cotton and other com- 
modities. That matter, we think, 
should be left to member banks and 
their customers for their judgment and 
discretion. 

„J don’t believe the south will at- 
tempt the cultivation of a large acre- 
age in cotton,” he said. “I mean by 
that an acreage in excess of last 


ear. 

“The risk is extraordinary in cer- 
tain sections to do so. Banks will, 
I think, be exceedingly careful in 
making loans to tenants to plant cot- 
ton, as heretofore most of the cotton 
bas been produced by tenants. 

“T believe the acreage should be 
held down to such an extent as to per- 
mit intensive preparation and culti- 
vation and with a moderate amount 
of fertilizer will mean greater yield 
per acre. 

Should Cut Cotton. 

“Fertilier may be higher this year 
than in 1921. With farmers having 
gone through such a riod of de- 
pression, the use of fertilizer will 
robably be restricted.
